Comment 


(1) The late President Roosevelt certainly had a reason of 
his own for sending a gentleman to the Vatican to hold conver- 
sations there, evidently for knowledge which might be helpful to 
him in the conduct of the late war. The continuance of that ap- 
pointment by his successor, in the light of his helpfulness, must 
have been warranted, or Mr. Truman would have yielded to the 
pressure of the Church’s many sectarian opponents to have him 
recalled. 


But how is the Church blameable for that appointment, if 
according to the Protestant view, it should not have been made? 
In London last year (Aug. 3, 1946) Protestant leaders of eight 
nations urged cooperation of Protestant churches with the Vatican 
towards a Christian peace.

(2) It is the Catholic, and not the non-Catholic, who would 
have a just right to complain about the unfair use of school funds. 
Catholics are actually great benefactors of the rest of our popu- 
lation, and not beneficiaries from the public school treasury. Cath- 
olics constitute from 31 to 65% of our total population in the 50 : 
largest cities in the United States, and hence presumably con- 
tribute at least from 25% to 50% of the entire school fund in 
those communities without receiving a dollar back towards the 
education of their children in their parish schools recognized by 
law as legal. In those cities they need no bus transportation 
to school. 

Because Protestantism is 80% rural the children of its mem- 
bers do need the bus, to which service Catholics contribute a large 


What The ‘Patriots’ Propose To Do 


According to a news release from Washington on October 14 
they propose to organize “all Americans who profess allegiance to 
Protestantism, Judaism, or any other religious faith, and even 
those professing no church allegiance’—in other words, all who 
are not Catholic. We wonder whether this is “Americanism,” or 
whether it is “tolerance”; or whether it harmonizes with the 
“Golden Rule”; or whether it will contribute to the unity which 
President Truman, on October 19, said is so sorely needed in our 
nation against the common enemy, irreligion! 

What if in those 50 largest cities, where 20,000,000 Catholics, 
and only 7,000,000 members of Protestant churches, and a smaller 
number of Jews, live, Catholics were urged to use their strength 
to launch a drive against Protestants or Jews on such insignificant 
pretexts as support this anti-Catholic campaign? 


But Who Are These ‘Patriots’? 


(A) Foremost is Catholicism’s long-time enemy, G. Brom- 
ley Oxnam, Methodist Bishop of New York who, until the past 
few months, saw no menace to the world in Communism; who 
visited atheistic Russia as a friend some years ago; who was as- 
sociated with The Protestant Digest, now the vigorous pro-Com- 
munist and anti-Catholic Protestant, cited by the Congress of the 
United States as a “Communist-front publication.” One of Ox- 
nam’s friends on that publication is Claude Williams, who has 
admitted that he carried a Communist Party membership card 
under an alias. Oxnam defended in a letter “The National Federa- 
tion for Constituional Liberty,” also cited as a Communist front 
organization by the United States Department of Justice; he 
was associated with Langston Hughes who, in a poem, asked 
“Christ to make room for some real rguys, like Marx Engels, 
Lenin and Stalin.” Dr. Rembert T. Smith, of Emery, Oklahoma, 
Methodist College, declared in August, 1937 "four Methodist 
Bishops head a “Socialist Bloc,” and named Bishops Francis J. 
McConnell (Past President of the Federal Council of Churches), 
Edgar Blake, J. C. Baker, and G. Bromley Oxnam. 

Oxnam passed immediately from. the presidency of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches to the presidency of the Rlanned Parent- 
hood Association, a high-sounding name for the Birth Gontrol 
movement through contraceptive devices, which has Communist 
backing. 

The Rev. F. Dean Banta, Buffalo, a Baptist clergyman and 
President of the “Western New York Regional American Council 
of Christian Churches,” called upon the Christian people of Buf- 
falo to oppose the coming of Bishop Oxnam to their city on 
October 26 last. Of Oxnam he told his congregation: “At various 
times he has been a member or sponsor of a number of pro-Com- 
munist organizations. They include such groups as the ‘People’s 
Educational League,’ the ‘Federated Farmer-Labor Party,’ the 
“Committee on Militarism in Education,’ the “League for Or- 
ganization of Progress,’ the “National Religion and Labor Foun- 
dation,’ the “Fellowship of Reconciliation,’ the ‘American League 
Against War and Fascism,’ ‘The Friends of Democracy,”*The 
National Council of American-Soviet Friendship.’” In August, 
1946, the “East Tennessee Education Association” launched a 
movement for the formation of “Keep Oxnam Out of Town Clubs,” 
because of his cooperation with radical organizations.

Personal freedom, consistent 
with right reason, is also essen- 
tial to human happiness. However, 
in order that every one may en- 
joy the fullest measure of person- 
al liberty, it is necessary that all 
citizens excercise self-discipline. 
Christianity teaches self-discipline 
and self-sacrifice, and no where 
will you find such noble examples 
of self-sacrifice, as among the 
saints of the Catholic Church. 

As Americans, we believe that 
the greatest amount of personal 
liberty is attained through the 
democratic form of government. 
But, democracy is founded upon 
Christianity. It is Christianity 
which teaches that all men are 
created equal. It is Christianity 
which holds that men are brothers 
because they have God for their 
Father. Take away belief in God, 
as does Communism and Nazism, 
and you no longer can prove that 
men are equal, because biologi- 
cally, by reason of physical devel- 
opment and mental acumen, or 
measured by standards of national 
culture or persona} opportunities, 
men may not be equal, are

munism was taught in the public schools of Washington, D. C., 


and who had declared on the floor of the House that the hearings 
conducted “proved the existence of a conspiracy or plot to Soviet- 
ize school children throughout the nation.” 


On December 29, 1934, evidence was presented to the Special 
Committee of the House of Representatives, 73rd Congress on 
Un-American Activities, calculated to prove that “Communism 
is penetrating into our public schools, colleges and universities. 
Its influence almost reaches the cradle, taking boys and girls into 
the movement at the age of eight.” 


The teachers were told, at that time, that they must stand 
for “academic freedom” of the kind which was characterized by 
George E. Sullivan, LL.D., of the Bar of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, as follows: 

The very assertion of ‘academic freedom’ now stalk- 

ing through our nation is not only an insult to the in- 

telligence of every honest American citizen, but is in 

defiance of contrary doctrine clearly set forth in the 
unanimous decision of the Supreme Court of the United 

States, in Oregon School Cases, 268 U. S. 510, 534, ren- 

dered in 1925. . . . The Communists have not been slow 

to recognize the opportunities thus open to them by 

invasion of the educational institutions of our Nation, 

in devious ways, through distorted textbooks and un- 

scrupulous teachers.

Through motion pictures school children in many cities 
have been induced rather to like Stalin’s way of life and to dis- 
like our own, 

During October of this year (1947) a series of articles on 
“Communist Influence in the Schools,” written by Frank Hughes, 
was published by the Chicago Tribune, the gist of which, in 
summary, might be stated as follows: 

American children in many public schools are being 
indoctrinated with Communism and Socialism through 
textbooks. Their teachers are being circularized with 
material plugging these ideas in the form of teachers’ 
guides given free by book publishing firms, and pam- 
phlets sent out by the National Educational Association. 

Pro-British propaganda, starting in 1920, is con- 
tained in many of the textbooks, in which the American 
heroes and statesmen of the Revolutionary War, and of 
the war of 1812, are belittled. 

America is not the land of opportunity, but a de- 
plorable place where social ills can be cured only by 
State Socialism. The men who wrote the Constitution 
of the United States were only a group of speculators 
in public lands and public money; they were gamblers, 
and wanted a strong central government to protect their 
investments; the most attractive school books, because 
they contain excellent pictures, maps, and illustrations of 
a radical nature. 3 
The survey reported by Frank Hughes was based on fifty 

textbooks and several teachers’ guides, pamphlets, pupils’ news- 
papers, and other school material. 

As late as last month, October, 1947, we read of the Board 


ers for courses taken under the supervision of acknowledged 
Reds. The same Board is charged with keeping from the public 
“information pertaining to its policy of permitting the Ameri- 
can Youth for Democracy and other subversive groups to meet 
in school auditoriums.” 

Children in a New York school, during this same month, 
were asked to write a composition on a scurrilous verse written 
by the Communist Langston Hughes and clipped from The Daily 
W orker. 

We are not indicting all the public schools, and certainly 
not all the public school teachers, but rather those who are giving 
encouragement to the Reds, while the Catholic Church and the 
Catholic school, remain the strongest bulwarks against the in- 
vasion of this fine country by any subversive foreign “ism.” We 
would welcome a survey of the Catholic schools in search for 
Communist tendencies among the teachers or Communist ideas in 
textbooks. Such a survey would disclose that every Catholic child 
is taught to admire this nation’s Constitution, to cherish its 
country’s founders and heroes, to respect all Jawful civil au- 
thority, to live in keeping with the moral code of the gospels, 

Since the Vatican has no greater enemy in the world today 
than Russia; since our own nation has no greater enemy today 
than Stalin and his agents; since the Soviet way of life is irre- 
ligious and atheistic, should not all professed followers of Christ, 


and the millions of our countrymen who would prefer His rule| 


to that of Communism, unite against the common Christian enemy 
(not by provoking a new war) but by cooperating for the incul- 
cation of Christian and the denounciation of pagan ideas?

public funds for its parochial schools, but to get control of the 
publie schools. 


Brief Reiteration 


We have answered these two charges above, but we may brief- 
ly reiterate: 
(1) Neither the Catholic Church as such, nor the Catholic 


with the appointment of Myron Taylor. Since there is no col- 
laboration in religious matters between the President and the 
Vatican, but only an effort for resoration of a just peace to 
the world, Taylor’s appointment should be rather applauded 
as it has been by many Protestant clergymen. Catholics have 
never raised any objection against the United States Government 
for dealing with the State Church in England or in Norway or 
Sweden or Denmark. 

(2) The request for bus transportation is a request for 
the protection of the Catholic pupil as well as the public school 
pupil walking the dangerous highway, especially in winter. But 
even if Catholics sought full support of their elementary and 
secondary schools from their own tax money wherever these meet 
all the demands of the state for public education, they would 
be asking only what is fair and just, only what is being granted 
in England, Scotland, and many other countries of Europe, and 
in both the Ontario and Quebec Provinces of Canada. 

Did not our forefathers fight a war with England because it 
taxed the colonies without giving them representation in its 
government? The slogan for that war was “taxation without rep- 
resentation is tyranny.” Catholics have wished their schools to 
be independent and, therefore, have never requested that their 
portion of school tax money be allocated to the schools to which 
they send their children. 

But many Protestant churchmen and the editors of sectarian 
periodicals maintain that the grant even of $1.00, as bus fare 
for the carrying of a Catholic child to the nearest public school, 
represents a wedge driven into the American principle that Chureh

But the report notes that if the state were 
to take over these schools the public treasury would be taxed 
$4,000,000.00 more for maintenance only. 

If a state, in which there function only 111 Catholic schools, 
attended by 22,000 thildren, is saved $4,000,000:00 on mainten- 
ance, and was saved $12,000,000.00 on capital investment, what 
do you support is saved in cities whose population runs from 
41 to 65% Catholic, and in whose Catholic schools 100,000 to 400,- 
000 pupils are educated by Catholics themselves?

Instead, he headed for the Giants’ clubhouse 
in deep center field. The alert Cubs, noticing this, called for the 
ball and the late Johnny Evers held it on second base, Merkle be- 
ing forced out and the winning run was thereby nullified. The 
game was offiicially called a 2-2 tie and when New York and Chi- 
cago finished in a tie for the championship, the National League 
directors ordered the game replayed in New York. Chicago 
won it and the pennant with it. Had Merkle touched second, 
New York would have won the game and the pennant without 
the necessity for a playoff. 

In the football episode, it was one of “those things.” Riegels 
charged through and recovered a Georgia Tech fumble. In those 
days, an opposing player could run with a recovered fumble, 
something which cannot be done now. For some reason, Riegels 
became confused in his directions and started out for his own 
goal line, rather than for Georgia’s Tech’s. The Georgia players, 
naturally, did not try to intercept him, but one of his own team- 
mates did catch him from behind and stopped him on about the 
one-yard line. Had Riegels gone over his own goal line and been 
downed there by an opponent, it would have been two points for 
Georgia Tech. As it was, California’s forced punt from behind 
its own goal line was blocked by Georgia Tech, but recovered by 
California for a safety which gave Georgia Tech two points—the 
margin of victory, as California eventually lost the game, 8-7.

Up to the time of this writing 
there are many who advocate barring Rocky from further competition 
and declaring his title vacant. Just one side has been aired in this 
eontroversy—and that being all anti-Graziano. 

“Why is this? Are we Americans losing that indefinite some- 
thing that has made this nation what it is? Have we gone back 
on our boast that here in America one can err and still have an- 
other chance to make good? We have extended that trust to 
hundreds of others in times past; why such a reversal now?

“It is not intolerance,” Bishop Oxnam, “to 
insist upon the separation of church and state and there- 
fore, to object to the use of public funds for private and

. sectarian education.” This question has been thrashed out 


so many times that we weary of repeating that American 
Catholics also want the separation of Church and state 
which exists in this country. What Catholics do not 
like to see is government and legislation devoid of or 
contrary to religious principles. No public funds support 
Catholic education as such, but the good Bishop might 
investigate some day how many millions of dollars Cath- 
olic education saves the public funds. 

“It is not intolerance,” says Bishop Oxnam, “‘to refuse 
to accept dictates that would deny Protestant churches 
the right to engage in missionary work in other lands.” 
That statement is simply not true. The State Depart- 
ment has reported within the past year that more pass- 
ports were issued to Protestant missionaries than to Cath- 
olics. 


A drive against the Catholic Church at this time must 


arouse in every reflecting person the suspicion that leading Prot- 
estant churchmen are collaborating with the archenemy of Chris- 
tianity itself.

Farm Labor, Bishop Says 


Bismarck, N. D., Oct. 27—(NC) 
-——Denying that admission of dis- 
placed persons into the United 
States would take away farms and 
houses from veterans, Bishop Vin- 
cent J. Ryan of Bismarck, declared 
that the admission of DP’s would 
actually aid a State like North 
Dakota by supplying “‘much need- 
ed farm labor.” 


He made this declaration in a 
statement issued here and printed 
in full in the Bismarck Tribune, 
local daily. 


The displaced persons would be 
“an asset to the State from the 


beginning,” the Bishop asserted. 
“Their presence in North Dakota 
should help veterans to get homes 
sooner. A shortage of labor and 
the diversion of materials to Eu- 
rope are reasons why veterans find 
it difficult to build. Another reason 
why veterans cannot get homes is 
inflated prices. The presence of 
1,200,000 displaced persons in Eu- 
rope is one of the causes of in- 
flated prices in the United States. 
Some of the displaced persons are 
in camps in Germany where they 
are supported in enforced idleness 
by the American people. Whatever 
way you look at it, the people of 


the United States are feeding and 
must continue to feed these people 
until a solution is found.” 

“If they were to return to their 
homelands, death or slavery in the 
slave camps of Siberia would be 
their lot,” the Bishop continued.

Monsignor Sheen spoke at the 
closing session of a three-day re- 
gional congress of the Confrater- 
nity of Christian Doctrine which 
attracted 1,100 delegates, repre- 
senting 643 parishes in nine South- 
eastern dioceses. 

At another session Paul D. Wil- 
liams, Richmond, president of the

The ignoble deals 
which were made with Russia giv- 
ing her territory and advantage 
have nullified our noble declara- 
tions, They should be repudiated 
since they were never endorsed by 
Congress.

Doctor Ratner said that it was 
his obligation, as a man of science, 
to “speak up,” since the Methodist 
leader had sought to base his con- 
clusions in the field of religion and 
morals upon the teachings of natu- 
ral science. 


The Loyola professor started 
with Bishop Oxnam’s statement 
that an unlimited family would 
amount to 20 children (“Sinful in 
these times,” the Bishop said). 
The professor termed this “fan- 
tastic” and said that in 17th cen- 
tury America, long before the. ad- 
vent of organized birth control 
propaganda, the average family 
had less than seven children; in 
the 18th century a bit over six 
children; in the early 19th four to 
five children, in the late 19th well 
below four children. He quoted an 
expert in the field as saying: “The 
marvel is not how fertile, but how 
sterile, is humanity. Sterility, not 
contraception, is the biggest prob- 
lem of the gynecologist.”

Doctor Ratner said that he 
thought it only proper to call the 
Bishop’s attention to some of the 
factual consequences of the birth 
control program. In this connec- 
tion he quoted from Dr. Raymond 
Pearl’s textbook on population: 

“The picture that these results 
give of the working partnership 
between criminal abortion and 
birth control, regardless of re- 
ligion, is not exactly a pleasant 
one. Taking the whole material 
together it is seen that, in this 
large sample of respectable white 
married women already shown to 
be fairly representative of the 
general population from which it 
came, those who practice contra- 
ception as a part of their sex life, 
by their own admission resort to 


criminally induced abortions about 
three times as often proportion- 
ately as do their comparable non- 
contracepted contemporaries. It 
requires not elaborate analysis or 
documentation to known why this 
is so. It is because criminal abor- 
tion is the last desperate remedy 
to correct the failures of contra- 
ceptive techniques. . .” 


Doctor Ratner went on to com- 
ment that “the Bishop might be 
more careful in becoming the 
mouthpiece of a group in a field of 
knowledge which calls for qualified 
medical experience.” 


“Perhaps the Bishop should also 
become acquainted,” Doctor Rat- 
ner continued, “with the reasons 
why Professor Nicholas J. East- 
man, of Johns Hopkins University, 
is no longer an honorary president 
of Planned Parenthood. Doctor 
Eastman demonstrated the funda- 
mental error in the concept that 
the several-years child spacing 
was advantageous, which ‘became 
one of the cornerstones of the 
birth control movement and has 
remained so ever since.’ 

“Doctor Eastman demonstrated 
that the optimum time, for infant 
or mother, between births ig 
‘twelve to twenty-four months 
after a previous viable delivery.’ 
This is none other than the natu- 
ral spacing.” 

Doctor Ratner said: “Speaking 
a8 a practicing physician, I am 
surprised to hear the Bishop criti- 
cize the virtue of continence, since 
the solution to many of our medi- 
cal problems is based on contin- 
ence, and continence is such an 
honored virtue. I think the Bishop 
should sit up and take notice when 
the physician writes, as does Mil- 
ton Rosenau, of Harvard, in his 
‘Preventive Medicine and Hy- 
giene, that ‘The deliberate choice
